2. That the above revol ving checking account will be with the Bank of Anerica for the purpose of hol ding, disbursing, and
accounting for funds received in a subgrant fromthe State of Nevada (Ryan White Grant). The funds of this subgrant are to be used
for payment of COBRA health insurance prenmi unms and associ ated expenses for individuals who have been determined to be H. I.V.

positive, and who, because of |oss of enploynent, are on the verge of losing health insurance coverage as well. Associ ated
expenses will include the cost of co-payments for nedications that are prescribed for the treatnent of H.1.V.

3. That said revol ving checking account shall maintain a balance of not nore than $5,000.00 at any given tinme, and will be used
exclusively for transactions related to the Washoe County Departnent of Social Services. Each expenditure transaction will require

two (2) signatures, and one (1) official fromthe Treasurer's Ofice shall be listed on the signature card.

M ke Harper, Special Projects Manager, reviewed background informati on and advi sed that the Pl anni ng Conmi ssion reviewed the
recommendati ons forwarded to them by the Board of County Conmi ssioners regarding billboard regulations, and in npost cases they
were not prepared to foll ow those recomrendati ons. He noted that the vote was 3 - 2 with one abstention and one nmenber absent. M.
Har per then reviewed the original proposals and the Pl anni ng Conmi ssion's response to the proposed anmendnents.

Chai rman Bond di scl osed that she served on the conmittee that drafted the changes that were forwarded to the Pl anni ng Conmi ssion
M. Harper noted that Chairman Bond was appointed by the Board in that capacity and after the recommendati ons were made, she was
no | onger involved in the process.

Conmi ssi oner Galloway stated that the Board put in a lot of tine on this issue and cane up with certain recomendations, and the

Pl anni ng Conmmi ssi on has made drastic changes in those recommendati ons; that there are a couple of cases where the Pl anning

Commi ssi on recommendati ons offer food for thought such as matters relating to office comrercial and spacing radius; but that in
nost cases he would like to see sufficient justification presented by the Planning Commission to change what the Board sent to
them He then noted statenments nmade by Daniel Shulte of Donrey Qutdoor Advertising, as reflected in the Planning Com ssion
mnutes, relative to the industry requesting a reduction in the |inear neasurenent between signs from 1000 feet to 500 feet, a 20%
extension, and elimnation of the cap on the nunber of billboards, and stated that he was rather shocked that after all the work
done by the task force and at the workshop, the industry went on record with sonmething even nore |enient.

A di scussion comrenced relative to billboards at intersections, spacing, cap, etc. and M. Harper stated that he believes that the
way the ordinance is drafted it would be rare to have four billboards on a corner, but it is better to err on the side of caution
and specifically address this issue in the ordi nance. Commi ssioner Mouliot commented that he believes the inplenmentation of the
cap is essential to do many of the things that many nonths were spent on to design. M. Harper stated that the cap was a very
handsome of fer nade by the industry and is an inportant el enent of the regul ations.

He noted that the cap is not a guarantee to the industry that they are always going to be given that nunber of billboards, which
t hey have acknow edged that they understand.

Further discussion conmenced regardi ng anortization, office comercial, etc. Upon inquiry, M. Harper advised that the issue of
of fice conmercial was brought in after the fact and is a proposal that is strongly supported by the comunities to decrease the
ability of office comercial to be used for nei ghborhood commercial uses.

Chai rman Bond stated that she believes the Board shoul d enbrace what they have al ready done and go forward.
Legal Counsel Shipman noted that she does not believe that the current ordinance title is sufficient, even if the Board nobves
forward with its original proposal; and that the CAB' s should be notified of the Board' s action today so they know which form of

the ordi nance is going to be introduced.

Raymond Paschke, Consultant to the outdoor advertising industry, stated that they prefer that the final ordinance be the one that
was sent to the Planning Conm ssion with refinenments and recomrendati ons as directed by the Board; that they would prefer to have



the spacing at 500 feet and an increase in size from480 to 672 square feet to allow theminto commercial industrial zones; that
the cap and replace concept is very inportant because it will allow for non-conform ng signs to be placed el sewhere so that al
signs in the County will be legally conform ng; and that they would like to be allowed into the office comercial zones, but not
into the nei ghborhood comrercial. Conmi ssioner Galloway expl ained that he is not proposing anything smaller than

1, 000- f oot - spaci ng, but would |ike sonmething added to deal with bunching up of billboards on corners; and that he believes that
500-foot-spacing is out of the question based on the information he has so far. M. Paschke stated that the industry has conceded
to the 1,000-foot-spacing, even though State regulations for all state highways is 500 feet. Conm ssioner Galloway comented that
he appreciates the industry's patience and willingness to work together on these issues; that he thinks sonmething needs to be done
at sone point about the office comercial situation, but feels there is such a thing as good faith in process; that the Board sent
sonmething to the Planning Comm ssion and he wants to keep that spirit as close as possible; that in return he would Iike the

i ndustry, in good faith, not to cone back and hanmer the Board for nore; and that he believes that what was sent to the Pl anning
Commi ssion is the best thing anybody coul d have worked out.

M. Shulte then responded to Conmm ssioner Galloway's comrents relative to the statements he nade at the Pl anning Conm ssion, and
advi sed that his response was at the suggestion of M. Harper that if the Planning Comr ssion was going to another extrene, the

i ndustry's points would at | east be on record should the whol e process be reopened for discussion. He stated that he was in favor
of the process that was conducted and supports that today; and that it is his understanding that there is a process currently
goi ng on where nei ghborhood conmercial will be broken out fromoffice conmercial, and they would |ike to be retained under the

of fice conmercial, but not under the nei ghborhood comercial as they do not want to be next to a residential area.

M. Harper clarified that office commercial is currently structured to just accommdate office type uses; and that the office
commerci al nonmencl ature is not being changed but woul d be expanded to include a nunber of nei ghborhood conmercial type uses.

A di scussion then commenced relative to the appropriate degree angle for "vee" aligned signs.

On notion by Conmm ssioner Galloway, seconded by Conmi ssioner Mouliot, which notion duly carried, Chairman Bond ordered that the

Dean Di ederich, Planning Manager, Departnent of Community Devel opnent, provi ded background information and revi ewed the amendnents
to the Qutdoor Festival Ordinance. He advised that there is the need to al ways recognize the U S. Constitution First Amendnent

Ri ghts of speech and the right to assenble; and that the goal is sinply to protect the public health and safety and recover public
costs that may be expended to assist with an assenbly. He advised that the ordinance applies to outdoor festivals of 1,000 or nore
peopl e and has only been used once in its history which was for the Burning Man Festival |ast year; and that at the concl usion of
that festival staff considered what did and did not work and it was apparent that nore |lead tinme was needed for the application
and pernmit process to assure conpliance with all conditions. He noted that one issue not addressed in this ordi nance but addressed
in State law is that tickets are not supposed to be sold until the event permts are in place.

M. Diederich further stated that the ordinance applies to festivals on public or private lands in the unincorporated area; that
Federal |ands are excluded as they fall under Federal jurisdiction and State | ands are excluded because they are processed through
the State Land Board; and that they request that Washoe County Parks al so be excluded as festivals or assenblies held on Parks
grounds go through a review process by the Parks and Recreati on Departnent.

A di scussion comrenced relative to what liability the County may have if a festival such as Burning Man is held on BLM | and and
the BLM requests County assi stance. Legal Counsel Shipman advised that in that situation there are generally agreenents and the
liability issue would not exist for the County as it would not be in the process of approving a permt and the County's
participati on would be indirect through the BLM

M. Diederich further commented that, concurrent with the ordi nance proposal, is a request to initiate a change to the Devel opnent
Code relative to the permtting process for outdoor festivals.

fact that these problens appear to be resolved, staff feels that the County could proceed forward with placing the renediation
fees on the 1998 property tax bills. M. Crowe then responded to questions of the Board and advi sed that the other water conpanies
have provided the necessary information, with the exception of Reno Park Water Company, which represents only 33 services, and,

therefore, would not prevent proceeding forward. He further stated that by statute the fees will be based on an annualized water
bill, which is to be estimated using partial year data for service that was not provided for the entire year
Commi ssi oner Gal |l oway asked who woul d hear a protest of the fee that appears on the property tax bill. Legal Counsel Shipman

advised that |l egislation states that the fee shall be collected with property taxes and her understanding is that the fee would
have to be paid, but a citizen would have the right to appeal to the Board of County Commi ssioners; that in nost cases it would be
difficult to appeal unless the annualized water bill is shown to be incorrect; and that the process for protest or appeal would be
established by the Board through ordi nance adoption.

Janet Carson, Sierra Pacific Power Conpany, provided additional information and advised that they have a staff working weekends
and evenings to provide the necessary information to the County by next Tuesday.
